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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: It is not clear what is 
meant by "vibration breadth" (paragraph 19, line 7, and following). It would appear that 
vibration amplitude is meant, but the specification describes maintaining the "vibration breadth" 
between 20Hz and 150Hz (paragraph 28, lines 3-4), which would indicate that it is a vibration

frequency . Furthermore, it is not clear how the "vibration breadth" can be "maintained in a 

■ 

steady state in a certain frequency range" (paragraph 19, lines 17-19), when the "vibration 
breadth" either increases (paragraph 19, lines 5-8) or decreases (paragraph 19, lines 14-17) or 
both (paragraph 19, lines 1 1-13) in the frequency range. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first and second paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first and/or second paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement and/or for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 5, it is not clear that any structure is claimed, since it comprises a 
preamble but does not set forth any body of the claim. Furthermore, the claim appears to 
comprise a single means claim in that it appears to claim every conceivable structure for 
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implementing the method of claim 1 . Where a claim covers every conceivable structure (means) 
for achieving the stated property (result), the claim is subject to an undue breadth rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification discloses at most only those means

known to the inventor. See In re Hyatt, 708 F.2d 712, 714-715, 218 USPQ 195, 197 (Fed. Cir. 
1983) and MPEP 2164.08(a). 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Okazaki et 
al. 

Okazaki et al. disclose a method for detecting an unbalanced disc wherein the speed is set 
to the resonant frequency of the tracking actuator in the lens assembly 200, which actuator 
comprises a coil (col. 4, line 59). 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Ohtani et al. disclose a method for detecting an unbalanced disc in Fig. 2 wherein the 
speed is set at sextuple speed. ■
